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In the Information Disclosure Statement of November 14, 2008, one of the references 
was not considered because a concise explanation of the relevance (37 C.F.R. § 1.98(a)(3)) or 
English language abstract was not presented.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S. C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S. C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S. C. 103(a). 

Claims 1, 2, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Main et al, US 4,932,975, which discloses a tubular section 22 comprising a flexible outer wall 
(column 3, lines 60-65) having an opening at inlet stem 23 and openings for receiving base plate 
sections at either end (column 4, lines 3-8; Figure 1). Each base plate has sections extending 
outside the tubular section 22 to engage (or define) a suspension plate 20, which in turn is 
resiliently connected to a top plate lib or 12 via an elastic member 40 (column 3, line 7 et seq.; 
Figure 8). 

Claims 4, 5, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Main et al, US 4,932,975. Regarding claims 4 and 14, lozenge-shaped openings and cross- 
sections at the ends of the tubular section would have been an obvious variant in order to help 
prevent relative rotations between the base plates and the tubular section so as to ensure the 
proper locking of the cured material (column 4, lines 3-8) and the appropriate "limited torsional 
movement" (column 4, lines 8-14). Regarding claims 5 and 15, teeth were common in the art at 
the time of the present invention and would have been an obvious substitute for the pins 16 in 
view of the importance of providing adequate initial fixation (column 2, line 63 et seq.). 

The Applicant's remarks have been considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the 
new grounds of rejection, necessitated by the added limitations pertaining to the base plate 
extension and the relatively tiltable top plate as claimed. Therefore:
